Tne TEaAM OF TrEAMS,—This morning at about
half-past 10 o'clock there drove np to the Third
street entrance ol the Merchants' Exchange one of
the most claborate establishments ln the horse and
carrlage line that hes been seen in this city for
Bome time.

Immediately upon it8 coming to o stand still,
the street was blocked up with eager sight-sears,
examining every department minutely, ot ouly
was the street full, but the balcony of the Exchange
bullding and the windows of the houses were
erowaed, In the miast of the orowd sat the staild
coachman, with his whip and an unlimited number
of lines in his hand, seemingly unconscious of the
excitement, and showing by his demeanor that 1t
WA no nnusual tmug.

The two footmen had accompanied Mr, Helmbold
into the bullding, but their two overcoats, with dou-
ble rows of pure gold buttons (the driver had similar
adornment) were neatly strapped to the seat, The
fittings of the carriage and the metal work of the
harness were all of pure gold, and the elfect was
certalvly stortiing, The cost of the turnout was in
ithe neighborhood of §80,000, Mr. Helmbold 1is to be
congratulated on the possession of guch an equipage,

TERRIBLE STREET SCENE,

A Benr Leese-He Kllls a Boy and Fatally
Iojures n Man.

The Portage Lake Gaietle tells this horrible
story:—

Just as we go to press, we learn that the peo
le of Marquette, residing in the vicinity of the

remont House, were thrown into great excite-
ment on Tuesday alternoon by the fearful con-
duct of a bear belonging to a German butcher
living in that neighborhood. It scems that
Joseph McCreary, a person In the employ of
Freeman Bros., livery men, had occasion
to go into the yard where the bear
was kept chained, and the animal broke
looee and made a rush for him (Me-
Creary), whom he soon had in his embrace, and
commenced hugging. MeCreary was not long
In realizing the peril he was in, and succeedsd
in frecing himeelt only to be set upon ngzain by
the bear, who tere and lacerated his body in a
frightful manner. By this time a ecrowd had
gathered around the bear and his bleedlog vie-
tim, apd by means of sowme well-directed blows,
delivered by some of the number, he was In-
duced to let go of the unfortunate man, who
wasjiimmediately taken home by his friends,

Ae soon as the bear left McCreary, he started
on a run out of the yard, and, rushing up the
street, darted into the first open door he came
to, which was that of a billiard room, which at
the time was occupled by three men, among
whom was the prulpriemr apd & man who was
very much under the influence of liguor. Mr
Hanley, the proprietor of the saloon, saw the
bear coming, and, thinking discretion the betier
part of valor, jumped out of a window and
made his escape, The bear pald no atwention
to the intoxicated man, but rushed after the
otber remaining person, who made his exit
into the street, closely followed by the bear,
whose attention just then was attracted by
another open door farther up the street, and
for which be made; but before he reached the
eame it was closed so that he could
not get in. Just then a little boy who happened
to be standing near Hurley's livery stable was
espled by the bear, who rushed upon the lad
and Inflicted such injuries on the person of the
poor little fellow that he died that evenlng. The
crowd then followed after the bear, and he was
ngaln assalled with all kinds of missiles, bat it
was not till his throat had been cut that he left
the boy and started over the strect, where he
was run down and finally killed, MceUreary, at
last accounts, was not expected to live.

after be required to report only their sales of
foreign and domestie distilled spirits and wines,

MoxTtrEAL, Oct, 21.—The earthguake yester-
day seems to have been generally fell through-
ont the Dominion. In this city the shock was
severe encugh to ring the bells in the public
buildings.

Caruanine's, Oct. 21.—Considerable
alarm was caused here from the shock of earth-
quake yesterday, but the damage extended no
fariber thon the bresking of some windoews and
ghaking the walls of houses, The vibration
lagted between thirty and forty seconds,

New Yorg, Oct. 21,—This morning a fire
broke out on the second floor of E, A, Ferris &
Cao's pork-packivg house, on Motl street, and
burped rapldly, and before the fire department
got on elreams it had spread to the upper floor
and descended to the firét floor, consuming all
the stock on the three floors, and damaging that
ln the cellar by the water subgequently poured
upon it.
